lety, had she originally received that 
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sound tuition which stamps the plastic mould of 
youth with the impress of its after-life. ‘This 
leads us to the first important period of woman’s 
being —MAIDENHOOD ;—and to its first and most 
important right—that of education. But what 
education? Certainly not of that one-sided cha- 
racter afiorded distinctively to every grade of our 
present social organization ; but an education that, 
bearing on the relative obligation of each especial 
circle, shall not overlook in how far the duties of 
its individual members harmonize with, and bear 
upon, the general plans of society. Now, the re- 
verse tendency in our educational system is our 
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first cause of complaint—it is a CLASS EDUCATION, 
and, moreoyer, one that is even especially inju- 
rious to the true interests of each respective class 
for whose supposed advantage it is developed. 

We will address ourselves, firstly, to our fair 
readers, who, belonging to the loftier orders, have 
greater need than any other of that kind of educa- 
tion which shall best enable them to exercise the 
duties devolved on them by their high standing, 
and, through their very performance, obtain recog- 
nition of the rights, not only of woman, but of 
citizenship in the great polity of mankind to which 
heart and brain entitle them in an equal degree 
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(though perhaps under a distinctive phase) with 
the so-called ‘‘ masters of creation.” 

We but too generally find that what is designated 
a “finished education ’’ consists only of the lan- 
guages, music, painting, dancing, and light accom- 
plishments; while of the more useful branches, 
and even of religion, but a superficial smattering 
is obtained. ‘To the last we especially point atten- 
tion, inasmuch as a sownd religious education would 
supply most other deficiencies ; but, alas! in this 
it is more the form than the spirit which is sought 
after. We are justified in this conclusion; for, 
were we not, the parade of female luxury and 
superfluous splendour could not be proceeding side 
by side with the march of misery and destitution, 
Were it not, the words of him who took off his 
cloak to clothe the poor would be listened to by 
those who ransack earth for priceless garments 
while the shivering nakedness of the land moans 
beside their chariot-wheels. Now, we impute these 
grave errors to but few of our fair readers, since we 
are sure that those who patronize the sentiments 
evolved in these pages have nobler thoughts and 
better aims; yet they must admit that our animad- 
version is, as a general rule, but too well deserved, 
and even ostentatiously courted by those whose 
wealth and power would enable them as easily to 
set the fashion in reform, as in magnificence. 
We are far from impugning the utility of 
those lighter accomplishments alluded to above, 
since they form a part of the beautiful and 
integral portion of that power of which even a 
false educational system has not been able wholly 
to deprive the fairer sex. But it is the one-sided- 
ness of making these the paramount objects of 
education among the aristocratic orders of which 
we complain. We will illustrate our position. 
It was our fortune to become acquainted 
with an amiable nobleman who resided almost 
continually on his estates, and employed his 
time in that for which God had given him his 
wealth —its fair stewardship for the benefit of ad, 
and not merely for the luxury of the one. He 
watched personally over the well-being of his 
tenantry, and the condition of his farms; the result 
was, prosperity and content, to farmer and labourer, 
and increasing productiveness of the soil, In an 
evil hour he became enamoured of a young dé- 
butante, the scion of a rich and titled house, and 
the eligible alliance was applauded by the world. 
The lady was fair, good, and beautiful; but she 
was taken from the nursery to the drawing-room, 
from the piano and the easel to the court and the 
ball; and, though innocent as a young symmer- fay, 
she was utterly ignorant of the state of society, and 
the nobler requirements of life. The happy pair 
sought the seclusion of their feudal mansion in the 
spring-time of their love. But the lady had been 
accustomed to look at life through the glittering 
gauze of a perfumed veil; gaiety was the essential 
element of her butterfly-being, and appeared to her 
the natural state of aristocratic existence. The 
husband was fond of her, even to weakness ; and 
fashionable pleasures replaced the quiet enjoy- 
ments of a country life. One by one the at- 
tentions personally bestowed by the landlord 
on his tenantry ceased, and the wife reconciled 
this to her husband’s conscience by bestowing 
charity ; by “showering blessings,” as she called 
them, in the shape of gifts of blankets and coals, 
dinners in the servants’ hall, and donations to the 
parish poor-box. This was her fashionable notion 
of performing her duty as dame du village. Alas! 
she was but doing harm in the end. She was 
doing that in small which your modern political 
economists are doing on a large scale—she was 
alleviating the symptoms of poverty, instead of striking 
at the root of the disorder. Wer ill-judged alms but 
encouraged idleness—they were a premium for de- 
ception, and a difficulty in the way of merit ; since 
only the boldest and least scrupulous came forward 
to claim a charity for which there would have been 
no need, had not this new negligence in the duties 
of landlordism—by leaving all to grinding stewards 
—and by no longer stimulating, through personal 
interest, the industry, that, without it, had become 
but mercenary labour, crnatrp that poverty, which 
a mistaken policy of relief was fast turning into 
vice! Want engendered discontent, and thus the 
friendly relation between landlord, tenant, and 
labourer was disturbed. The lady then resented 
what she considered ingratitude for her charities; 
she necessarily became unpopular, for only since 
her advent had the chahge oecurred, She with- 
held her alms: the distress increased—so did the 
gaieties at the mansion—until at last, tired of listen- 
ing to nothing but complaints, both lord and lady 
agreed to leave the county. The mansion was 
deserted: a few brilliant seasons in London—a few 
autumns on the Rhine—a few winters in Italy— 
and the fair young girl is the dlasé woman of 
the world. The honest country gentleman is the 
gouty old gambler; while the once-thriving tenants 
of the neglected domains are in a fit condition to 
receive the blessings of M. Soyer’s soup. 
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Now, why was this? Simply because the kind 
young heart of that once amiable girl had been 
wrecked on the shoal of a mistaken education, and 
had thus created all this misery while unconscious 
of doing wrong. Had she been instructed in the 
solid duties of her station, instead of in its lighter 
accomplishments alone—had she been taught to 
study the state of society and the requirements of 
THE AGE, instead of those of the drawing-room— 
had she learned from the past history of her coun- 
try to weigh justly the demands of present progression 
—had she been made acquainted with the 
phases of British industry, she would have 
known how to have performed the duties of 
the British lady, and have been the honoured 
mistress of her princely domains, instead of 
a mere waif on folly’s stream, dancing down to 
oblivion crowned with a wreath of fashion’s faded 
roses! Nay, more! She would not have been 
subjected to the humiliation of seeing her husband 
prefer the card-table at the club to the domestic 
fireside, and bits of painted pasteboard to the hand 
of affection. She would have obtained her ricur 
of being mistress of her husband's heart and her 
subordinates’ respect; but, as it is, she must have 
learned that the influences founded on frivolous 
fascination sink with declining beauty, while those 
arising from sterling worthiness of mind and 
heart but strengthen with increasing age. Well 
may she look back with regret onher maiden days, 
and claim for those now beginning to tread the 
paths of early life, the right to receive a more 
wholesome kind of knowledge, that should render 
them objects to esteem as well as to admire, and 
make them the worthy companions of man, instead 
of living toys to gildthesaloons of luxury and pride ! 

We have shadowed forth in the above, some of 
the faults and consequences of a mistaken course 
of instruction; in our next we will proceed to con- 
sider certain of the points in which domestic edu- 
cation (not mereinstruction) is deficient, and thence 
go on to consider what the young girl has a right 
to expect and to demand at the hands of society.

’ whilst the theatre resounded with the 
plaudits whih the Parisians lavished on their 
favourite buffo, Lablache looked grave and pen- 
sive: he was thinking of the unfortunate curate of

However, a few days in Paris restored his 
wonted gaiety; and one thing is certain, viz., that, 
if ever Lablache should be tempted to revisit his 
villa on Pausilipo, he will certainly apply to the 
King of Naples for a regiment of grenadiers to 
escort him; or, possibly, the eminent basso will 
follow the example of Mahomet, and, instead of 
going to Vesuvius, he will wait until Vesuvius 
comes to him ! 
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FOREIGN INTBLLIGENCE. 
Sees 
FRANCE. 

There is not much worth noticing in or extract- 
ing from the Paris journals. The Prince de Join- 
ville had left Paris for Toulon. M. Barbet de Jouy 
is stated to have been removed from the Mauritius 
consulate to the inferior one of Larnaca, Cyprus. 

The Presse professes to revert, for the last time, 
to the Spanish marriages question. It bestows 
five columns on the subject, which are intended 
to prove that, although the incidental difference 
between M. Guizot and Lord Normanby has been 
wisely adjusted, no friendship can revive between 
the French and English Governments, and a ge- 
neral war must threaten, until Lord Palmerston 
shall have withdrawn his protest against the Mont- 
pensier matrimonial alliance. ‘ So long as this 
shall not be done,” says La Presse, “ Burope will 
continue anxious and agitated, and no cordial al- 
liance can“ be established between France, Spain, 
and England.” 

In Monday’s sittings of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, M. Fould’s proposition for cancelling above 
11,000,000 of French Three per Cent. Rentes, re- 
deemed by the catsse d’amortissement from July, 
1833, to December, 1846, was, as generally ex- 
pected, rejected by a considerable majority. The 
Minister of Finance, who again opposed the mo- 
tion, reiterated his assertion that he considered no 
loan necessary at present. 

In the department of the Cotes-du-Nord, the 
merchants and cornfactors have just entered into a 
written engagement not to purchase corn for six 
weeks, with a view to bring down prices. 

SPAIN, 

A letter from Bayonne, dated the 5th inst., says: 
—‘* Queen Christina and family leave Madrid for 
Paris on the 8th inst. They will travel in two 
spacious carriages. Relays of fourteen mules and 
horses have been ordered to be in readiness at all 
the post-houses from Madrid to Yrun for their 
use. Strong piquets of cavalry will escort her 
Majesty and her doubloons and diamonds from 
station to station.” 

Bayonne, March 6.—The Infanta Donna Anna 
Jesus of Portugal, sister of Dom Miguel, arrived 
here this morning from London, and resumed 
her journey to Lisbon, vid Madrid and Cadiz, 
at seven A.M. It is said her royal highness 
is charged with an important diplomatic mis- 
sion to Madrid and Lisbon, which must be of a 
pressing nature, to judge by the haste she travels 
with. uring her stay in London she had several 
interviews with Dom Miguel, and made great ef- 
forts to induce him to abandon his revolutionary 
projects against the throne of Donna Maria de 
Gloria; her opinion is that they are wild, arid will 
be infructuous to him of everything except dis- 
asters. Her royal highness travels under the title 
of Countess de Barcello. 

Madrid papers of the 4th inst. state that Mr. 
Bulwer had announced to the Duke of Sotomayor 
that England was desirous of concerting measures 
with Spain to prevent the return of Dom Miguel 
to Portugal. Connected with this object probably 
is the journey of her Royal Highness the Infanta 
Donna Anna of Portugal, 

PORTUGAL. 

SoutHampton, March 10.—The Madrid steamer 
has arrived with the Portuguese mail of the 3rd 
instant. 

Nothing decisive had taken place at Oporto 
when the Madrid left. Saldanha was still at his 
head-quarters, about ten miles from Oporto, but 
no movement had been made towards attacking 
the city. The rebels were still mustering in strong 
numbers, and seemed to be sanguine of success. 
The city itself was very tranquil. 

The startling information that the Spanish troops 
had absolutely entered Portugal was received in 
Lisbonon the 27thult. It, however, soon after trans- 
pired that such was not the case, although some 
5000 troops had halted on the frontiers. 

The Oporto, a large war steamer, belonging to 
the junta, was tota ly lost on the Bar of Oporto, 
and all the crew, consisting of 18 persons, lost.

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For the proper uses of the verbs savoir and connaitre there 
are nice distinctions, which can only be understood by 
those who direct attention to French composition. One 
simple rule may be easily learned and remembered, viz., that 
savoir particularly signifies mental knowledge, and that 
connaitre is used to express knowledge gained through the 
medium of the eyes; for example, ‘t Je sais ma legon,” “ Je 
connais celle dame.” We do no not think that ladies 
educated in Paris are disliked by the English; on the con- 
trary, they usually bring home with them some showy ac- 
complishments, which gain an undue share of admiration.

EDUCATION FOR THE MASSES. 

WE hold that, if Epucarion is to be a perma- 
nently progressive and really useful measure, 
the Voluntary principle must be abandoned. An 
Art of which the elementary laws are, even at 
this advanced stage of civilization, both imper- 
fectly understood and topics for a bitterness of 
controversy almost unexampled, ought not, like 
arash Minor, to be left to its own irresponsible 
management. We require an organized plan, 
not less than guarantees for the fulfilment of 
that plan; and, for our part, we cannot see why 
Government should not be the instrument of its 
accomplishment. Either the people may be 
supposed to have a certain amount of confidence 
in the ruling power, specifically so called, or they 
have none at all; and, in the latter case, the 
sooner their interests are severed the better. 
But, as such a power represents neither more 
nor less than services in the people’s interest, we 
do think that propositions for the general benefit 
should be received in a spirit of candour, rather 
than vituperated in all the ugliest phrases of 
suspicion. Nay, more than that, Men, whose 
tenure of office must necessarily be brief, are 
accused of instituting, for their own personal 
benefit and aggrandizement, a system of espion- 
nase and oppressive patronage! Can any propo- 
sition be more monstrous?) That so large a 
system of education cannot be carried into effect 
without some let or hindrance in the shape of 
abuse is certain, and it is well to strain every 
nerve on the road to perfection; but we should 
like to ask, whether the most democratic dis- 
sentient does in his heart hope to avoid the risks 
and perils to which all grand systems are ex- 
posed? But the question is unnecessary: for 
we are aware that those who have most the in- 
terests of the people at heart are quite content 
that Government should take the initiative in 
this question, and are without any vague 
fear as to the result. Wherefore? ‘They 
possess a degree of self-reliance which assures 
them that a check to Corruption will never be 
wanting. None are more deadly enemies to 
PROGRESS than those who are ever on the alert 
to imagine evil intention on the part of their 
fellow-men; or who, having dogmas of their 
own, will not move in advance unless their 
entire scheme be adopted. At the late meeting 
at Leeds, Dr. Hook very sensibly observed :— 

“I stand not here as a supporter of the Goyern- 
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ment, or as an advocate for the present measure, 
but, having myself suggested education on an a 
tensive plan, I care not whether my plan 1s co 
demned or not; I say bring forward another, a 
forward a better, and I will support it. (Applaust, 
I find that her Majesty’s Ministers have brows.

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LOUISE.

(Continued from No. 10.) 
PART II. 
I. 

It was decided that my young friend should, on 
the morrow, depart for Moscow ; there to leave her 
infant in the hands of the Countess Waninkoff 
and her daughters. I obtained permission to 
accompany Louise to this second capital of the 
Russian empire, which I had long desired to visit. 
She gave orders to Ivan to procure for her a car- 
riage, and to have it ready by eight o’clock on the 
following morning. The conveyance was prepared 
at the time fixed upon to a minute, a circumstance 
which gave me a high idea of the brigadier’s punc- 
tuality. In glancing at the carriage I was surprised 
at its excellence—being at once both strong and 
light, like those built in England; but my astonish- 
ment ceased when I perceived on a corner of the 
panel the insignia of the Imperial stables. Ivan had 
availed himself of the order given by the Emperor, 
and had selected, according to his own good judg- 
ment, among the best that Russia contained. 
Louise did not tarry. She was radiant with joy : 
all idea of danger, every fear, had passed away. 
On the previous day she had decided to journey 
on foot, with scarcely any resource; to-day she 
would accomplish her task amidst every luxurious 
facility, and under the protection of the Emperor. 
The carriage was lined with rich furs ; for, although 
no snow had as yet fallen, the air was cold, par- 
ticularly at night. Louise and myself sat inside; 
Ivan accompanied the driver; and, at the whistle 
given by the brigadier as a signal, we started off 
like the wind. ‘Travelling with the post-haste 
rapidity of Russia, which is a continuous gallop, 
we arrived the same evening at Novogorod—the 
cradle of the Russian monarchy,—and of which 
its sixty churches scarcely sufficed for the wants 
of its population ; but which is now a ruin, with 
deserted streets—the shadow of a dead capital 
between its successors, Moscow and St. Peters- 
burg. There we supped, and started immediately 
after. Large fives were lit along the route, 
and around each were ten or a dozen persons 
sleeping, wrapped up in large cloaks: these were 
Russian carriers, who (as villages are scarce, and 
inns nowhere save where houses are congregated 
together) are obliged to repose in this manner 
amidst their loaded vans ; their horses, in the mean- 
time, finding a pasture in the woods and valleys 
until the dawn, when they answer promptly the 
shrill whistle for their return. In the morning 
we found ourselves amidst the Russian Switzer- 
land—a charming interval, an oasis, surrounded by 
immeasurable steppes and the gloom of eternal 
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forests. Lakes, mountains, valleys, are deliciously 
spread within the precincts of this Helvetia, 
whereof Waldai, situated in the centre of it, is the 
capital.* Here the carriage was surrounded by a 
multitude of pretty-looking young girls, in short 
jackets and petticoats, which form an exceedingly 
coquettish costume, and who importuned us to 
purchase the nicknackeries they carried. Passing 
Torschok and Twer, we crossed the Volga—a gigan- 
tic river, which, traversing Russia from north to 
south, falls into the Caspian, after a course of seven 
hundred leagues. Night overtook us at twenty- 
five versts from Twer; and on the following morn- 
ing we saw before us the glittering domes and 
gilded steeples of Moscow—Moscow, the tomb of 
Fortune and of France! Ivan conducted us to an 
hotel kept by a Frenchman, and the situation 
of which was not far from the mansion of the 
Countess Waninkoff. Louise was excessively 
fatigued, for she had carried her infant in her arms 
during the entire journey ; but, in spite of my 
earnest solicitations that she would take some 
repose, she determined to write immediately to the 
countess and inform her of her arrival; and as- 
suredly we could not have selected a fitter messenger 
than Ivan, or one who would be better received. 
About ten minutes afterwards, just as I was about 
to retire to my room, @ carriage stopped at the 
door, containing the countess and her daughters, 
who, not waiting the visit of Louise, had come to 
seek her. In fact, they thoroughly estimated her 
nobleness of heart, her devotedness, and the great- 
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* The Waldai hills run through the government of Novo- 
gorod and Twer, and are probably in no part more than 300 
feet high. The face of the country 18 very agreeably diver- 
sified with hills, rivers, high banks, plains, valleys, marshes, 
and lakes. The northern part 1s low, and for the most part 
covered with peat. In the southern part the soil is clayey, 
and in some places there is a black mould. There are fine 
pastures, and the produce amply repays the labour of the 
husbandman. The Waldai chain, so called from the town of 
Waldai, extends on the south-east to the frontier of Twer, 
forming a line of detached hills about 100 miles long, which 
are close to each other, and almost all of them in cultivation. 
In the narrow intervening valleys there is a charming mix- 
ture of wood and water scenery. The principal rivers are the 
Emsta, which comes from Twer, and the Wolchow., The 
Emsta has some falls at Borowitschi, but is navigable below 
them, and runs into Lake Ilmen.

The other chief rivers are the Lovat, Pola, Schelen, 
all of which fall into the Ilmen; the Schelen and Wologa, 
which join the Wolga; and the Sias and Buscha, which run 
into the Lake Ladoga. The government contains 42 rivers, 
and 3 large and 55 smaller Jakes. The Belosero, the largest, 
is above 26 miles in length and as many in breadth, and is 
connected with the Wolga. Lake Ilmen is 26 miles long and 
16 wide, receives many rivers, and is connected with the 
Ladoga canal. Lake Wosch is 14 miles long and 8 wide. The 
Novogorod canal, completed in 1802, is part of the grand 


system of communication between the Neva and the Wolga.

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PARLIAMENTARY SUMMARY, 

In the House of Lords, on Monday, Lord 
Brougham moved for a select committee to inquire 
into the execution of the criminal law. The motion 
was agreed to. 

On Tuesday the third reading of the Custody of 
Offenders Bill was postponed at the request of 
Lord Brougham. <A conversation took place on 
the subject of the charges brought by Lord 
Brougham against the Irish landlords. Lord 
Lucan pressed him to give up his authority. Lord 
Brougham refused to do so. 

Their lordships did not sit on Wednesday. 

On Thursday Lord Brougham laid on the table 
his amended bill relative to bankruptcy and insol- 
vency. Some other business was disposed of, and 
the House adjourned. 

In the House of Commons, on Monday, on the 
question that the Speaker do now leave the chair, 
for the purpose of the House resolving itself into 
committee on the Landed Property (Ireland) 
Bill, Mr. Roebuck proposed an amendment, 
Eyentually the House divided, when there ap- 
peared ~For the amendment, 26; against it, 121: 
majority against it, 95. The House then went 
into committee on the bill. The rest of the evening 
was spent in discussing its various clauses. On re- 
suming, the other orders of the day were disposed 
of, and the House adjourned. 

On Tuesday Mr Ewart moved fot leave to bring 
in a bill for the total abolition of the punishment 
ofdeath. Dr. Bowring seconded. Ona division the 
motion was lost by a majority of 40, the numbers 
being 41 and 81. Mr. Milner Gibson obtained 
leave to bring in a bill to facilitate the collection of 
agricultural statistics in England and Wales. 

At the morning sitting on Wednesday, Sir H. W. 
Barron moved the second reading of the Arrest for 
Debt (Ireland) Bill. After some conversation the 
hon. member was induced to withdraw his bill. A 
considerable discussion then arose on the question 
that the House do now resolve itself into committee 
on the Drainage of Land (Ireiand) Bill. Several 
amendments were agreed to, and the report was 
ordered to be received on Friday. The report of 
the Landed Property (Ireland) Bill was also pre- 
sented, some amendments were agreed to, and the 
further consideration of the report was postponed. 
The House then adjourned. 

The debate on the occupation of Cracow was 
resumed on Thursday, and again adjourned.

hey were both knocked down by the cask, and 
seriously hurt, particularly Miss Bulman, who had 
aleg broken, a compound fracture, besides receiving 
a severe blow on the head. They are both, how- 
ever, in a fair way of recovery. 

Sir Thomas Le Breton returned to Jersey on 
Wednesday week, bringing with him a positive 
knowledge of the changes which her Majesty’s 
Goverment intend to make in the affairs of our 
island. ‘The substance of them is, that we are to 
have English laws and English language! ‘This is 
joyful news: we are driving along, and shall very 
soon realize all our expectations.—Jersey News. 

On Thursday week a young woman named Han- 
nah Dawson cut her throat at her home in Queen- 
strect, Leeds. A surgeon was called in imme- 
diately, and on examining her pronounced her 
dead, and left her. She was then laid upon a bed 
up stairs, in readiness for a coroner’s jury to view 
her body. After the lapse of about an hour, one 
of the Leeds policemen who was passing asked, 
out of mere curiosity, to see the ‘ deceased.” Tis 
wish was complied with by her friends, and the 
policeman proceeded up stairs and found her ac- 
tually breathing! Another surgeon was called in, 
she was then remoyed to the infirmary, and is now 
very satisfactorily recovering ! 

On Thursdayweek, as two boys were wheeling each 
other in a barrow near the edge of one ot the blasts 
at Bowling Iron-works, Bradford, one of them, 
named Levi Watson, eleven years old, was turned 
over into the flaming blast, seven feet deep. Al- 
though the damper was up at the time, yet the 
place was red hot Immediately on his falling in 
the other boy made an alarm, and a man who 
worked at an aljoining stack ran to the blast and 
held down to him a long coal-rake, with which he 
pulled the lad up nearly to the top, when unfor- 
tunately the poor fellow let go his hold, and he 
fell down again! He lay there nearly half an 
hour, until he was burned literally to a cinder. 

Barons Alderson and Rolfe, on their way from 
Carlisle to Newcastle, were delayed about an hour 
near Rosehill station, in consequence of the spe- 
cial train by which they were travelling having 
been thrown off the line. No person was seriously 
hurt, but some of the carriages were much in- 
jured. A broken rail was the cause of the accident. 

We are exceedingly sorry to state that Mr. Gun- 
ning, of Cambridge, who is now in his 83rd year, 
and has held the office of Senior Esquire Bedel for 
more than half a century, met with a yery serious 
accident on ‘Tuesday evening. He had written a 
letter, and was proceeding with it to the Post-oflice, 
when he happened unfortunately to tread upon a 
piece of orange-peel and fell with considerable vio- 
lence upon the pavement.

He was repeatedly 
cheered during the delivery, and we doubt not 
his second and concluding lecture, announced for 
Wednesday next, will be very numerously attended. 

On Friday week a deplorable accident happened 
on board the Sta:light iron steamer while between 
Westminster and Hungerford bridges. A passen- 
ger, named James Hunt, accidentally overbalanced 
himself and fell head foremost down the hold 
amongst the machinery, The engineer stopped 
the engine so suddenly as to throw the whole of 
the machinery out of gear, and, as soon as possi- 
ble, the poor fellow was got out, having received 
terrible injuries. Ile was immediately taken to 
Charing-cross Hospital, but before he reached that 
institution he had ceased to breathe. 

On Saturday night an explosion, attended with 
a serious destruction of property, occurred in 
Randall’s-buildings, Salamanca-row, Lambeth, by 
which seven or eight persons narrowly escaped in- 
stant death. It appeared that between ten and 
eleven o’clock the inhabitants were greatly alarmed 
by hearing a strange noise like the peal of a clap 
of thunder. At the same moment the whole of 
the windows, shopfront, doors, and stock in trade 
belonging to Mr. Farebrother, general dealer, of 
No. 1, Randall's-buildings, were hurled into the 
street, and the house from the bottom to the top 
most extensively injured, so that it was expected 
momentarily to fall. Mr. Farebrother was found 
lying on his back in the parlour almost speechless, 
A little further off his wife was found, with an in- 
fant in her arms, lying amidst a heap of broken 
chairs and tables. Two children sleeping in the 
upper floor were forced out of bed, a chest of 
drawers was torn into a thousand pieces, and 
other articles of furniture were broken to frag- 
ments. Johnson, the occupicr of No. 10, was 
found lying in the passage. Sundry articles of 
furniture were demolished, and the house severely 
injured. From a careful inspection since made, it 
has been ascertained that one of the gas mains had 
become leaky, and the vapour having escaped had 
entered the premises of Mr. Farebrother, and 
hence the disaster. 

On ‘Tuesday evening, between six and seven 
o'clock, a serious fire broke out in the premises 
numbered 26, Brownlow-street, Drury-lane, Mrs. 
Warren, who tenanted the top floor, finding the 
flames had gained such a strong hold of the stair- 
case that all escape by the usual means was cut 
off, retraced her steps, and made her appearance 
at the front window, supplicating the crowd to 
assist her. She had not been in that situation 
many minutes when the flames entered her room, 
and she got upon the window-sill and was about 
to precipitate herself to the ground. The parties 
‘ried out to her not to throw herself out, and they 
would fetch a ladder, Some few minutes elapsed 
before one could be procured, during which time 
the female was seen hanging from the ledge of the 
window, On placing the ladder in front of the 
building it was found to be only long enough to 
reach the second fioor. 
mounted, through volumes of smoke, and caught 
Mrs. Warren in his arms, and then carried her 
down in safety. That portion of the house where 
the fire began was burnt out, and the second and 
third floors, together with the roof, were destroyed, 
and what remained of the house was extensively 
damaged, John Bailey, the drayman who suc- 
ceeded in saving Mrs. Warren from her perilous 
situation, was presented with a sovereign on Wed- 
nesday morning by the foreman of the fire-brigade, 
and five shillings by a gentleman who witnessed 
his intrepid conduct. It is the intention of the 
inhabitants of the vicinity to raise a handsome pre- 
sent by means of a subscription. 'The brave fellow 
is in the employment of Messrs. Coombe and Dela- 
field, the brewers. 

On Tuesday evening Mr. William Carter held 
an inquest respecting the death of Christopher 
Graham, Esq., aged eighty-two years, who died at 
his mansion, Dulwich, on Monday morning last, 
under the most lamentable circumstances. The 
deceased gentleman was for many years chief 
partner in the firm of Graham, Simpson, North, 
and Company, of New Bridge-street, Blackfriars. 
The first witness called was Henry Keniance, the 
deceased's footman, who deposed that his master 
had been very ill latterly with lumbago, for which 
complaint he had been under the care of Mr. 
English, the surgeon. On Monday morning last, 
whilst witness Was sitting at breakfast with the 
cook and two housemaids, another female servant 
came into the room and said, “ Master is very bad, 
and well he might be, for the stuff they have sent 
him to take almost choked him, as he was twenty 
minutes in taking it.’’ Witmess then told her that 
she must have given him the wrong medicine. 
Witness ran up to the bedroom and found that she 
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had given the deceased the embrocation instead of 
the draught. Mrs. Graham was instantly made 
acquainted with the fact, and she ordered Mr. 
English to be sent for. He attended with the 
stomach-pump, but the deceased became insensible, 
and died in four hours afterwards. Witness felt 
Satisfied it was an accidental occurrence. The 
servant had been ten years in the family, and 
bore an unblemished character, Arthur Wilkin 
English, of Forest-hill, Dulwich, surgeon, stated 
that he was called in on the morning in question to 
see the deceased by the last witness, who came in 
great haste. Witness easily detected what he had 
taken, and therefore deemed it necessary to with- 
draw the contents of the stomach. He had swal- 
lowed a large quantity of the embrocation or lini- 
ment, which consisted of laudanum, camphor, and 
ammonia. Witness made him acquainted with the 
melancholy fact, but he soon became insensible 
after the use of the stomach-pump. Irritation 
‘ame on, which was followed by inflammation of 
the stomach, which resulted from the ammonia. 
He coutinued to sink, and died about noon from 
the effects of poison. Other evidence having been 
taken, the jury agreed to a verdict of ‘* Accidental 
death.”’ 

On Monday night Mr, W. Payne held an inquest 
on the body of Andrew Reckhouse, aged 47, the 
confidential clerk of Messrs. Nicholls and Bennett, 
the proprietors of the Old Shades, who destroyed 
himself by cutting his throat, He had for some 
years been subject to occasional fits of despon- 
dency, complaining of severe pains in his head ; 
and he also suffered from indigestion. This state 
of things had been partly produced by grief for 
the loss of his brother, who died suddenly about 
five years since, and also from the loss of several 
hundreds of pounds which he had lent to some 
friends. After a long inquiry, the jury returned a 
verdict of ‘Temporary insanity.”

The Times, in commenting on a parliamentary 
return relative to the Irish savings’ banks, says :— 
“* We find ourselves forced to confess, what Irish 
gentiemen are so fond of telling us, that we know 
nothing about that most unaccountable people. 
The fact is, the Irish savings’ banks never were so 
prosperous. Leinster, excluding the city of Dub- 


5 lin itself, exhibits a total increase in the deposits 
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A drayman courageously ¢ previous year, of not less than £36,000. ‘This 


would excite no remark in ordinary years. The 
total deposits in the province on the latest of these 
dates are £965,315; and £36,000 is not much. 
more than proportionate to the usual increase of 
population. The only remark to be made now is 
that famine has not affected the savings of the 
people.

It is worthy of remark, 
that the ports exhibit the most striking improve- 
ment.” ’

The tail 
of this bird, after having been prepared by the 
plumassier, forms a superb and brilliant orNAMENT 
OF COIFFURE. 


THE OSTRICH. 


— 
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The ostrich is of greater size than any other 
bird, and sometimes reaches the height of eight 
feet six inches. It is chiefly found in Africa. An 


error has prevailed to the effect that the power of 


its wings is not sufficient to sustain the body; but 
this has arisen from the circumstance of its pre- 
ferring the extraordinary speed with which it can 
run, as a means of escape from the pursuer. In 
hunting them, great care is taken not to alarm 
them by being over hasty, as in that case they are 
soon out of sight. If, on the contrary, a slower 
method be adopted, they make few efforts, and 
are finally run down. ‘They are sometimes do- 
mesticated, and will then allow themselves to be 
saddled and ridden like horses. There are no quill 
feathers in the wings, which are clothed with very 
graceful plumes, as is also the tail. The neck, 


which is very long, is covered with down; the 
eyes are large, the top of the head bald, and the 


general colour brown. 


“The ostrich,’’ says a modern writer, ‘builds 
no nest, but merely excavates a small hole in the 
ground, where several hens deposit their eggs, 
sometimes to the number of fifty, when they 
relieve each other in sitting on them during the 
day, while the male takes their place during the 
night ; and woe to any jackals or other beast who 
may be prowling after something nice; for, when 
the intruder approaches within reach of the bird, 
a well-directed blow leaves him dead upon the 
All the birds frequently, at midday, leave 
their eggs entirely when the sun is at its height, 
as at that time there is sufficient heat to keep the 
forthcoming young ones at a proper temperature. 
This circumstance has given rise to the erroncous 
idea that the ostrich deserts its eggs immediately

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LA DANSE, BTC. 
THE REDOWA VALSE. 
BY MISS LEONORA GEARY, 
PROFESSOR OF DANCING AND DEPORTMENT. 

The Redowa Valse, which reached us last season, 
was ushered in by many professors of the art as the 
bright star of the dancing world for 1846. That 
it failed, however, in its intended popularity, some 
attributed to the cessation of excitement among 
the votaries of Terpsichore; but it always appeared 
to me too devoid of originality to have even a 
chance of superseding either of the circular dances 
of the day. Another impediment against its gene- 
ral introduction in the crowded assemblies of the 
metropolis consists in the ad libitum range of its 
figures ; la poursuite requiring so much space, that 
unless the company are willing to preserve a large 
circle, and leave the centre part for the performers 
of that figure, it is quite impossible that anything 
less than violent collisions can be the consequence. 
The same objection might have been raised 
originally against the Polka, with its various 
figures, charmingly effective as a pas de deux upon 
the Stage, but quite unsuited to the ensemble of a 
ball-room. The only Polka, however, that is re- 
ceived in refined society is limited to two figures 
(the one avoiding, not clashing with, the other), 
viz., the valse tour and the revers, which, when 
performed with graceful ease and delicacy, is, per- 
haps, the most winning and fascinating dance that 
ever gained an entrée in the world of fashion. 

The Polka exaggerated is vulgar in the extreme 
—the Polka of the ¢ite is perfect elegance. 

To return to the Redowa, I consider it a very 
distingué valse, and, with management on the part 
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of those who regulate the ball-room, its introd ne 
tion would create great admiration. It more

The London publishcrs are responding to a call 
made upon them by the booksellers of Dublin, for 
aid to a fund forming by the latter body as a con- 
tribution in aid of the distressed Irish.

Mr. Machin, gentleman of the Chapel Royal, 
has been appointed a lay yicar of Westminster 
Abbey, vacant by the demise of M. Morquet. 

The Bible of 1592, though printed with appro- 
priate accuracy, is without a semicolon; but in 
1633 its full rights are established by Charles But- 
ler’s English grammar. 

The Paris Court of Cassation has decided that a 
Roman Catholic clergyman, who had ceased for 
years to fill the functions of his ministry, and had 
even become a Protestant, was not justified in 
marrying. 

An American editor announces his determina- 
tion for the future to publish no commonplace oc- 
currences, but to confine his attention to remark- 
able murders, thrilling incidents, tremendous fires, 
daring robberies, and ingenious cases of swindling. 
Letters from Vienna say that England, France, 
and Austria have concluded a treaty with the 
Porte for piercing the Isthmus of Suez.

The following story of a vision is related ina 
German journal :—* Dr. Westphal, a clergyman of 
Brunswick, dicd on the 20th of February. Many 
persons intimae with the deceased allege that for 
several years past he had looked forward to the 
20th of February, 1847, as the day of his death. 
This superstitious presentiment he accounted for 
as follows:—He declared that, whilst he was ofli- 
ciating as the pastor of a secluded country village, 
he was aroused one night by a knocking at his 
door, On rising from his bed and looking out of 
his chamber window he perceived a man with a 
lantern in his hand. Supposing that some sick or 
dying person required his spiritual aid, he hastily 
dressed himself and opened the door, ‘To his 
questions the man replied only by signs, indicating 
his wish that Dr. Westphal should follow bim. 
The doctor did so; and, to his astonishment, was 
conducted through the churchyard, and to the 
front of the church door. On the door he saw 
distinctly written the following words :—‘ Dr. West- 
phal died Feb, 20, 1847.’ Whilst he stood intently 
gazing on this inscription his conductor disap- 
peared. The doctor made some marks on the 
church door, and these marks were visible next 
day, when he went to look for them, a fact which 
served to convince him that he had not been under 
the delusion of a dream. He communicated these 
circumstances to his family, to whom, for several 
years past, the month of February has been an 
interval of fear and anxiety. Whether from the 
effects of nervous excitement, or from whatever 
cause, it is impossible to determine, but Dr. West- 
phal expired on the day to which he had long 
confidently looked forward as the last of his exist- 
ence—the 20th of February, 1847.” 

As a proof of the care with which the forests of 
the French Crown are preserved, the Journal des 
Chasseurs publishes the following as an exact 
account of the returns made by the keepers of all 
the vermin and birds of prey killed in them from 
the Ist of January to the 31st of December, 1846,— 
viz., three wolyes, 949 foxes, 145 badgers, 1161 
polecats, 4073 rats, 261 stray dogs, 1170 cats, 5127 
weasles, 748 buzzards, 1489 hawks, 1737 owls, 
3644 magpies, 2870 jays, and 8026 crows; making 
a total of 26,098, 

An individual apparently about seventy, and 
having along white beard, was a few days back 
taken up at Laon for begging, and conducted by 
the gendarmerie to the common place of confine- 
ment. ‘The authorities, not being able to learn 
anything of this person’s previous life, as a pre- 
liminary measure, sent the medical man of the 
prison to pay the usual visit. It was then dis- 
covered that the person taken up was a woman! 
For forty years, she stated, she had worn male 
attire, and acted as a journeyman butcher, Nature, 
in having given her a beard, had suggested to her 
the idea of earning her bread in men’s clothes, in 
place of those of her own sex, women not obtain- 
ing employment as easily as men, The authorities 
ordered her to be removed to an asylum where 
her wants would be provided for, 

At the Neweastle Assizes, last week, James 
Welch was tried for the murder of Thomas Proud. 
It was proved that Welch had annoyed some 
women who had been attending the christening 
of Proud’s child; Proud scized the accused, 
struggled, and fell down with him; Welch then ran 
home, returned quickly, hit Proud on the head 
with a stick, and plunged a knife into his neck. 
Welch has been found guilty, and sentenced to 
death. 

On Sunday morning, at about five o'clock, a 
special train arrived at Dover with a gentleman 
and one of the City police, in search of a man who 
it was stated had robbed a merchant at Ilamburg 
of more than £4000, After ineffectually search- 
ing on board the packets then about to start for 
the Continent, they proceeded to Hollyer’s London 
Hotel, where they discovered the fugitive quictly 
enjoying his breakfast. He arrived at the J.on- 
don Hotel by the mail train, intending to embark 
for the Continent, but was compelled to retrace his 
steps with his captors. 

Sir 8S. Brown, of Hetherbyres-house, Berwick- 
shire, a captain in the navy, has offered at his own 
expense to construct and maintain a suspension 
bridge across the Thames from Westminster to 
Lambeth, if he can obtain the authority of Parlia- 
ment, and permission to establish a toll. The es- 
timated cost, including structure, approaches, and 
the purchase of property, is £90,000. Sir 38. 
Brown contemplates the erection of the bridge in 
two years from its commencement. 

Mr. Dunn, since his incarceration in the Queen’s 
Bench Prison, has written to Sir George Grey, 
complaining of having been put in what he calls 
solitary confinemeut, being placed in a room by 
himself, He has also written letters to Sir F. 
Thesiger for the verses which he contended on the 
trial gave him the authority to draw on Miss Bur- 


deit Coutts, demanding to know why they were

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detained. Mr. Humphries, to whom the letter 
was referred, replied that they formed the grounds 
of the criminal proceedings, and they would be 
detained unless a judge or the court ordered them 
to bereturned; and, subsequently, Mr. Dunn wrote 
to Lord Denman on the subject, as he intends to 
issue a writ of error. 

It is stated that her Majesty’s pardon will be ex- 
tended to a number of convicts now serving, 
whose period of sentence has nearly expired, and 
their exemplary conduct has entitled them to her 
Majesty’s royal clemency, and as an example to 
others to do the same. ‘The royal mercy was re- 
cently extended to 130 of these unfortunate beings, 
brought home in the Scotia transport from the 
West Indies. 

When Mr, Pitt, in his juvenile days, first be- 
came Prime Minister, the right hon. gentleman 
paid a visit to his alma mater, the University of 
Cambridge, on which occasion a right reverend 
divine, in his sermon preached before the young 
Minister, and in allusion to the host of expectants 
upon his bounty, took for the text to his sermon 
the words ;—‘* There is a lad here which hath five 
barley loaves and two small fishes, but what are 
they amongst so many?’ Might not the same 
text be adopted with great fitness by the clergy- 
man ap nitad to preach before his Royal High- 
ness Prince Albert on his approaching visit to that 
university ?—Leeds Mercury. 

It will be remembered that towards the end of 
last year the Civil Tribunal of Koenigsberg re- 
butted a suit instituted by the publie prosecutor, 
the object of which was to declare null and void a 
marriage contracted at Hull, in England, between 
Dr, Falkson, a Jew, and Mlle. Leinag, a Christian. 
The prosecutor appealed to the Royal Court, which 
appointed s committee composed of the Grand 
Rabbi of Berlin, the Rabbi of Kcanigsberg, and 
three other doctors in Judaic theology, to give an 
opinion on the point in question. This committee 
has delivered into the court the following unani- 
mous opinion ;—‘* Jews may submit to laws regu- 
lating Christian marriages, but only so far as their 
prescriptions are purely human, ‘They can in no 
manner submit to the ,celebration of a Christian 
marriage, nor to the consequences resulting from 
this religious act.’’ The general expectation in 
Prussia is that, in face of this opinion, the court 
will feel itself bound to annul the marriage. 

From experiments lately made at the Agricul- 
tural Institution of St, Germain, it appears that a 
sheep, which increased in weight a kilogramme and 
a half a month, inereased double that amount in 
the same space of time when three grammes of 
salt (about the tenth of an ounce) were added each 
day to its food,—Galignani, 

Near Hiehen, in the canton of Bale, Switzer- 
land, there is a spring, which from time immemorial 
has borne the name of * The Famine Spring.”’ It is 
a remarkable fact that this spring flows in times of 
scarcity, and that it is perfectly dry in seasons of 
abundance. During the present century it has 
flowed only twice: the first time was in 1816, after 
which the water dried up. It began to flow again 
in 1845, and continued running until about three 
months ago, when the spring once more became 
dry. Relying on this phenomenon, the inhabitants 
of Niehen confidently hope that the abundant 
harvest of 1847 will make amends for the defi- 
ciencies of the few last years. 

Wrrn Respvecr 'ro tue JEWELS CLAIMED BY THE 
Crown or Hanover rrom tHE Britis Crown.— 
The claims of Hanover are of twofold origin, and 
embrace jewels of two classes :—1. Jewels originally 
belonging to the electors of Hanover, and be- 
queathed to his successors in the electorate by 
King George Il. These jewels were brought over 
from Hanover to England by order of King George 
III. on his accession. 2. Jewels which King 
George ITI. bought of hisuncle, the Duke of Cum- 
berland, for £54,000, and gave as a wedding pre- 
sent to Queen Charlotte, who bequeathed them 
(in the events which have happened) to the house 
of Hanover, to be settled in the direct line of 
succession of that house as established by the laws 
and constitution of the house of Hanover. 

Master Joachim, the little violinist, who gave 
proofs of such extraordinary ability and ac- 
complishment, the year before last, in London, is 
likely to return this season. He has ben playing 
lately at Dresden a concerto by Mendelssohn 
with the greatest success; and is now eng»ged in 
writing two concertos himself, which he will play 
in public if he comes here.

FISH. 


Turnot.—In my kitchen at home I should 
never think of cooking too large a turbot, but 
choose a middle-sized one, which, generally speak- 
ing, is the best ; cut an incision in the back, rub 
it well with a good handful of salt, then with the 
juice of a lemon, set it in a turbot-kettle, well 
covered with cold water, in which you have put a 
good handful of salt, place over the fire, and as 
soon as the water boils put it at the side; ifa 
turbot of ten pounds, it will take an hour after it 
has boiled; if it should be allowed to more than 
simmer it will be very unsightly ; take out of the 
water, leave a minute upon your drainer, serve 
upon a napkin garnished with fresh parsley, and 
lobster sauce in a boat, 

‘Tursot, THE NEW Frencu Fasuron.—Boil your 
turbot as in the last, but dress it upon a dish without 
a napkin, sauce over with a thickish melted butter 
(having placed a border of well-boiled small 
potatoes round), sprinkle a few capers over, and 
serve. 

Turzor A LA Crime is done with the remains of a 
turbot fr ma previvus dinner; detach the flesh from 
the bone, and warm in salt and water; make cream 
sauce. Brills are cooked in the same manner as tur- 
bot ,but, beingsmaller, donot requiresolong boiling ; 
but in boiling any description of fish, never take it 
uy until it leaves the bone with facility, which try 
by placing the point of a knife between the flesh 
and the bone; if done the flesh will detach 
immed.ately. 

Soyer’s Curap Soup ror THE LaBpourtine Ciass 
AND tHE Poor.—Peas Soup —Have a quarter of 
a pound of fat bacon, ifnone, take leg of beef, veal, 
or pork, cut it int» dice, peel and slice two good- 
sized onions, or three small ones, fry them with 
the meat until lightly brown, then add half a 
pound of vegetables, either carrots or tu:nips, well 
washed, but not peeled, also leeks or any other 
vegetables, which you fry gently; the add one 
pound of yellow peas, previously soaked some 
hours, and eight quarts of water, three ounces of 
salt, half an ounce of brown sugar; let the whole 
boil gently for two hours, stirring it now and then. 
Put into a stewpan half a pound of common flour, 
mixed into a liquid paste, quite smooth, with cold 
water, and pour it into your soup, stirring the 
contents with a wooden spoon so as to mix it well; 
boil again a quarter of an hour, and serve. Since 
I gave publication to my two first receipts, I found 
that all those soups, if made the day before, and 
warmed up the day following, they not only are 
much improved in quality, but also in quantity, 
merely requiring to be warmed slowly, and stirred 
now and then before using. —A. Soyer, Reform 
Club. 


MEMS. BY A HOUSEKEEPER. 

Porren Lonstrrs.—Take twenty good lobsters ; 
boil them, and when cold pick all the meat out of 
the tails and claws (be careful to take out the black 
gut in the tails, which must not be used) ; beat fine 
three quarters of an ounce of mace, a small nutmeg 
and four or five cloves, with pepper and. salt ; 
season the mest with this. Puta layer of butter 
into a deep e:rthen pot, then put in the lobsters, 
and cover them with more butter.  (‘T'welve 
lobsters of average size will require 4lbs. of butter 
tobake them). ‘Tie a paper over the pot and set 
itinanoven. When baked'endertakethem out, lay 
them in a dish to draina little; then pot them in your 
potting-pots ; do not break them into small pieces, 
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but lay them in as whole as you can, splitting the 
tails only. When the pots are nearly full take 
some of the red butter that the lobsters were baked 
in and place it on the top, set it before the fire to 
melt a little, then cool it; melt a little white wax 
in the remainder of the butter, and with this cover 
up the necks of the pots, and then tie them over 
with bladder. By this means a sufficient quantity 
of lobsters for making sauce may always be pre- 
served in constant readinessfor use ; and you may 
obtain this delicacy when a lobster is not pro- 
curable in the market. The hard red part of the 
lobster may be baked with the rest in order to 
colour the butter, but this should not be put in the 
pots. 

To Bort Cocxtrs AND Muscrires.—Throw the 
shell-fish into some cold water, and scrub them well 
with a broom toremove the sand and mud; take 
them up with a sieve, and place them on the fire 
in an iron kettle; let them stew until done in their 
own liquor, and this will be accelerated by covering 
them over with a cloth. They are generally salt 
enough, but, if not, some must be added.

The Story of Lilly Dawson. By Mrs. Crowe, Author 
of ‘The Adventures of Susan Hopley.” 3 vols.

ATHER would we be the 
writer of this tale of real life 
than of a score, at least, of 
{? fashionable novels. ‘The his- 
tory of one true heart, amidst 
temptation, weariness, distress, 
peril, hope, and final happiness, 
is as a ‘cordial comfort”’ to the 
soul, and contrasts strangely 
and triumphantly with the 
pasteboard figures which so 
often fret and strut before us— 
the very wires by which they 
are moved being clumsily un- 
concealed. In the broad and 
general outline Lilly Dawson 
reminds us of Jenny Deans: 
they belong to the same type, 
though there is not asemblance 
of direct imitation. ‘The dis- 
covery that Lilly has been the 
conductor and support of the 
“aged man serene’ for three 
hundred miles is one of those 
points of time and action that 
ainters love to embody; and 
in the instance be'ore us there 
is more power and a more affecting simplicity 
displayed than in situations containing similar 
developments in Marmontel and De Cottin. 

We have no fear for the popularity of “Lilly Daw- 
son’’—itisso intelligible, so earnest, and exemplifies 
so admirable a moral, We would fain make many 
extracts, but prefer that our readers should judge 
for themselves ; atthe same time we cannot refrain 
from giving the conclusion to this impressive 
narrative :—

The celebrated ‘* Fra poco” was a magnificent dis- 
play; but that which clectrified the audience, and 
took the whole house, as it were, by storm, was 
the great scene of the malediction, The following 
is said to be an outline of his history :—Signor 
Fraschini was born at Padua, and was destined to 
become a member of the medical faculty. He had 
already undergone several years’ study at the uni- 
versity of this city, when a celebrated maestro of the 
name of Moretti, having heard him hum tunes as 
he walked with him on the promenade, was so 
struck by his taste and expression, that he em- 
ployed all possible persuasion to induce him to 
adopt the musical profession, Our young medical 
student, encouraged by his friends, took to the 
study of musie, and began his career as a singer in 
the cathedral of Padua. His theatrical carcer 
really began only in 1839, when he made his début 
at Bergamo in the small part of Roderigo. In 1840 
he appeared for the first time at La Scala, in Mari- 
no Faliero. ‘The success he obtained was so great 
that a contention for his possession immediately 
arose betwixt the dmpresarti of Turin, Venice, and 
Naples. Wherever he has sung since he has excited 
equal enthusiasm, The maestri of Italy have 
always sought after him as the hero of their com- 
positions. Maestro Pacini composed for him 
“Sappho,” ‘La Findunzate Corso,” ‘ Orazi é 
Curiaci;’” Verdi wrote for him ‘ Alzira,” and 
Mercadante ‘ 11 Proscritto, 

The lovely, sorrowing Lucia found a most per- 
fect representative in Madame Castellan. There is 
a fascinating sweetness about all this lady does 
which renders her the very beaw ideal of the poet’s 
dream when he conceived the character of his 
Lucia di Lammermoor.

‘Charity,’ it is said, ‘begins at 
home,” and in this instance it certainly remained 
there. Why do the nobility, and eyen royalty, 
place their names upon a list of patrons if their 
patronage is to end in the mere name? Had each of 
the patrons (so long was the list of high-sounding 
titles) but even taken a couple of tickets the room 
might have been filled; but, as it was, not more 
than a third portion was occupied.

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‘XHIBITIONS. 

The City of Cairo, Panorama, Leicester-square. 
Painted by Robert Burford, assisted by Mr. I. C. 
Selous, from drawings by D. Roberts, Esq., R.A. 

This is, take it for all in all, perhaps the finest and 
most artistic production which has hitherto been 
exhibited at the panorama in Leicester-square. 
To be sure, there is a grand and unusual com- 
bination of talent in the names of Burford, Selous, 
and Roberts ; and there is a more than ordinarily 
exciting theme in £7 Kaherah, or ‘‘ Musr,”’ as it is 
now called, the ‘‘ Mother of the World.” Air, 
breadth, harmonious combination of colour, are, 
as usual in Mr. Burford’s paintings, strikingly 
observable in this; and freedom of pencilling is 
never permitted to affect slovenliness or in- 
attention to detail. The lines of the innumerable 
splendid buildings are thrown out in sharp relief, 
and have a very happy effect in contrast with 
the flat roofs and fantastic and irregular streets. 
Beyond, towards the left, is seen Fostat, or Old 
Cairo, and the wooded island of Rhoda; and to 
the right the minarets and smoke of Boulak, and 
the palace and groves of Shoobra. The eye then 
rests on the expansive waters of the Nile, flowing 
between verdant banks, beyond which the view 
extends over the great Libyan desert. 


“Cairo,” remarks Mr. Burford, ‘stands in a sandy 
plain, with scarcely any inequality of ground, and oc- 
cupies a space equal to about three square miles. It 
is surrounded by a stone wall above seven miles in 
circumference, and has twelve gates, some of which 
are large and handsome. The whole of this space is 
not, however, covered by streets or buildings, for, be- 
sides several squares, there are many large gardens 
and numerous vacant ruinous spots. A canal tra- 
verses the city from south to north, and, winding 
round the northern wall, enters it again on the west, 
and terminates in a lake in the Esbeykeh square. 
The city is divided into fifty-five quarters, which are 
named, and were formerly occupied by different na- 
tions or tribes; the gates dividing them from each 
other still remain, and are regularly closed at night; 
but little attention is now paid to the classification of 
the inhabitants, always excepting the Jews, who are 
strictly confined to the narrow dirty lanes and ill- 
built houses of their quarter. The Frank quarter is, 
perhaps, the most open and the best built, owing to a 
tire having consumed a great portion of it in 1838. 
It now boasts a theatre, a literary association, and the 
epi pean Society, who have a good library. In all 
other parts the streets, with very few exceptions, are 
narrow, crooked, unpaved, and dark, but remarkably 
clean, a recent edict compelling their being watered, 
swept, and the dirt removed two or three times a day. 
Cairo contains nearly four hundred mosques, some 
being in ruins, whilst others present a most magni- 
ficent appearance from their size and florid decorations, 
which resemble the elaborate lightness of some of the 
most finished specimens of Gothic. The minarets are 
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also lofty, well-proportioned, and elegant, some being 
so richly decorated with balls, crowns, and galleries, 
that they resemble finely-chased candelabra, or rich 
carvings in ivory.’’ 

Cairo contains about 30,000 inhabited houses, 
some of which are handsome modern erections of 
stone from the quarries of Mokkattam. It is 
announced that the portion of the splendid work 
on the ‘* Holy Land,” by Mr. Roberts, comprising 
Egypt and Nubia, is now ready, and will be pub- 
lished by Mr. Alderman Moon, uniformly with the 
former volumes. 


EQUESTRIANISM FOR 
FAIR SEX. 
(Continued from No. 10.) 


HINTS ON THE 


SAX 


Having left my fair amazon fully equipped for 
her premier essat, not forgetting her whip, hand- 
kerchief, and, though last not least, her gauntlets— 
that necessary finish, and without which the cos- 
tume of the amazon approaches too much the 
private dress—I shall now proceed to a few observa- 
tions on the management, temper, and general 
qualifications of the noble animal to whom we owe 
somuch. What can more strongly illustrate the 
power of gentleness over brute force than to see a 
thoroughbred horse, full of fire, under the complete 
control and subjection of a gentle, timid woman, 
and how often of a child? It cannot for a moment 
be imagined that the manual strength of either can 
do that which a powerful man cannot do by his 
strength. No—the means employed by them are 
gentleness, a light hand, and firmness ; it is scarcely 
necessary for me to remark that such means have 
done more towards taming a high-couraged and 
even vicious horse than all the force contre force 
that can be used: the one makes the animal totally 
forget that he is under subjection, by leading him 
to think he is only following his own wishes, when, 
in reality, he is obeying his rider; whilst the other 
excites all the vicious propensities of resistance, 
which augment as he feels his own increased 
strength, contrasted with the insignificance of 
man’s. The horse (fortunately for us) is (strange 
as it may appear) by nature extremely timid, and 
from custom is so fearful of chastisement that, if 
you approach him suddenly, he will almost in- 
variably shrink from or kick at you. Surely this 
could be remedied by kind and gentle usage from 
its birth; but, unfortunately, man, because he 
knows his own bodily strength insufficient to com- 
pete with the all-powerful strength of a horse, 
thinks the only way he can be trained is by an 
unsparing application of whip and spur, till the 
poor animal trembles when he hears a loud voice, 
and starts at the very sound of a whip. ‘There is, 
of course, no rule without an exception; and, as in 
human nature we meet with many unruly tempers, 
we must not be astonished to find them sometimes 
in the brute creation; therefore, when a horse re- 
quires correction, it ought not to be withheld, but 
it should be given with judgment, coolness, and, 
ahove all, without ill temper on the part of the rider. 
It is beautifully said by the poet, ‘* Man should be 
taught as if you taught him not,” &e. &c.; and if 
such means have been practised with favourable 
results on some of the lords of the creation, en- 
dowed not only with intellect, but all the qualifi- 
cations that bring it forth, how much more easily 
and certain of success can it be practised on the 
animal possessing neither reasoning nor reflective 
powers. But hold: it befits not me, as a woman, 
to enter into a dissertation upon the proper mode 
of training or breaking in the horse, when so 
many able pens have been wielded on the subject ; 
nor is it necessary a lady should learn that portion 
of the art to become an elegant horsewoman, which 
is my chief aim by these hints, as all hor-es in- 
tended for her use should be properly broken be- 
fore a lady is allowed to mount them. I merely 
wish the fair equestrian to understand why a horse

LAW AND POLICE. 
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Mippiesex Sxssions.—A singular-looking in- 
vidual, named Charles Augustus Cook, was indicted 
for stealing a cushion, the property of Thomas Thick. 
It appeared that the prisoner was met near New 
Brentford, carrying the cushion under his arm, by a 
constable, who took him into custody; and, upon 
inquiry, ascertained that it belonged to the pro- 
secutor, who is an omnibus proprieter in Brentford. 
The jury found him guilty; and the judge said to the 
prisoner, ‘(I think you and I are old acquaintances. 
~-Prisoner: Yes, we are.—Judge: And after you 
were convicted by me you wrote me a letter, stating 
your intention to apply to the Secretary of State, in 
order that the majesty of the law might be vindicated. 
—Prisoner: Yes, and as you did not answer my letter 
you perceive I have come to see you again.—Judge: 
T think your condition requires that J-should send you 
for a long time where you will be taken care of,— 
Prisoner: Yes, you can send me to Pentonville.— 
Judge: No, I think Hanwell will suit you better. 
I shall sentence you to twelve month’s imprisonment 
in the Westminster Bridewell, where I trust the gover- 
nor will bear in mind my remarks, and take such steps 
as the state of the prisoner’s mind may require.—The 
prisoner made a low bow to the judge, and thanked him. 

Sournwark.—On Monday Mr. Wiliam Green- 
field, the son of a clergyman, was brought before Mr. 
‘Cottingham, charged with attempting to commit 
suicide. Mr. John Connor, a chemist, of Kent-street, 
Southwark, stated that on the preceding night the 
defendant walked into his shop and wanted to be served 
with a shilling’s worth of laudanum, Witness advised 
him only to have a small quantity, and furnished him 
with about forty drops. The defendant then quitted 
the shop, and had not been many minutes gone when 
a little boy came running into the shop and informed 
witness that he saw the gentleman walk into another 
chemist’s shop and purchase some of a similar kind of 
liquid, which he drank off the moment he got into the 
street. It was deemed necessary, as a precautionary 
measure, to place him in the hands of the police.— 
The defendant said that his father was a clergyman 
residing in Sussex, from which place he (defendant) 
had Bay arrived about a fortnight ago; that he was 
of no profession or business, and had merely come up 
now for a change of scene.—A policeman said that 
besides some powder and ball, found in the defendant’s 
possession, there were also money to the amount of

£20, and some documents, all of which was in the 
hands of the inspector. The defendant was then sent 
to the county gaol, and on quitting the court he begged 
that his family might be apprized of his situation as 
soon as possible, 

LAMBETH.—Mrs. Acatn.—It will be recol- 
lected that about three weeks ago an application had 
been made at this court to Mr. Elliott, by the parents 
of a lad of fifteen years of age, for the interposition of 
his magisterial authority to enable them to get pos- 
session of their son, who was at that time stopping at 
the Railway Hotel, Nine Elms, with Mrs. ——, the 
widow of a distinguished officer, who had become 
desperately enamoured of him, On that occasion it 
appeared from the statement of the parents themselves 
that the boy had been for some time at the house of 
Mrs. ——, that they had been made acquainted with 
some improper familiarities between them, and yet, 
after bringing the lad home, they allowed him, at the 
earnest request of Mrs. ——, to go to her for the 
purpose of bidding her a farewell, when the latter 
availed herself of the opportunity of taking him away. 
Since that time no further application was made on 
the subject, nor was there anything heard of the 
parties until Monday last, when Mr. Illiott receiveda 
letter, of which the following is a copy :— 

“* Brighton, March 4. 

“* Sir,—Having seen a paragraph in the 7'imes newspaper 
respecting parentsapplying toregain their son froma Mrs,——, 
I wish to inform you that that person, with the boy, has been 
at Brighton under the names of Mrs. and Master ‘Tibbs. 
Mrs. , who was recognised, stated she intended to go to 
Guernsey immediately, and left this place for London by the 
half-past two o’clock train yesterday. 

“The parties can be found or heard of from 3, Grove East, 

Clapton, as there are letters sent direct)d to Mrs. ‘libbs, 
Brighton, from her own residence, this morning. ‘The ad- 
dress of Mrs. has been left at Mr. Mason’s, printseller, 
King’s-road, Brighton, to forward some articles purchased of 
him.” 
Mr Elliott sent for the constable, — Bent, 95 V, who 
had accompanied the parents of the boy to this court, 
and, on his arrival, asked him if he had heard anything 
further of the parties ?—Bent replied that, after 
leaving the court on the former occasion, and going to 
the hotel at the Nine Elms, they found Mrs. —— ina 
cab at the door, and the boy, her companion, in the 
act of settling the tavern bill. The parents of the 
youth succeeded in separating him from the old lady, 
and the latter drove towards town in the cab. From 
that time until the beginning of the week before last 
he heard nothing whatever of the parties, but he was 
then informed that, a day or two afier she had left the 
Railway Hotel, Mrs. was joined by her juvenile 
companion, and both were at that time at Dover.—Mr. 
Elliott inquired if the constable was aware of the 
place of residence of the parents of the boy ?— Bent 
replied that it was somewhere in the vicinity of Lea- 
bridge, but he was not aware of their precise address ; 
and here the matter dropped. 

Mary Stragnell, a middle-aged female, was finally 
examined before. Mr. Elliott, on a charge of defraud- 
ing a number of persons in all parts of the metropolis 
by the following artful means :—The prisoner it ap- 
peared had been in the habit of watching respectable 
persons go out of their houses, and, finding that they 
had got a certain distance, returning to their resi- 
dences, and telling the servants that their mistress or 
master (as the case might be) had purchased one or 
two meat-jacks of her, and had directed her to take 
them home, and receive from them (the servants) the 
sum of 4s. 6d. each. By this means she succeeded 
in carrying on a most profitable game, as the value of 
the articles which she left, and for which she received 
4s. 6d. a piece, was not more than 6d. There were 
upwards of twenty witnesses who identified the prisoner ; 
and four or five clear cases having been selected from 
the number, the prisoner was committed to take her 
trial on them. 

THAMES —THIEVES ON RAILWAys,—On Monday a 
well-dressed, country-looking boy, of good address, 
named John William Holloway, was brought before 
Mr. Yardley, charged with having stolen a lady’s 
purse on the Blackwall Railway.—It appeared that on 
Sunday morning, on the arrival of the Woolwich 
steamer at the Blackwall terminus, and while many of 
the passengers were hastening towards the train for 
London, the prisoner, who was on the platform, was 
seen by Philcox, one of the guards, to snatch a purse 
from the hand of a lady as she was about to step into 
one of the carriages, Philcox immediately seized the 
prisoner, who attempted to slip from his cloak, but he 
could not unhook it in time. The lady took the 
purse, which contained gold and silver, from the pri- 
soner, and departed with her husband in the train, 
The prisoner was given over to the custody of Feltham, 
a railway constable, and he gave several accounts of 
himself. ‘There were two well-known swell-mob 
thieves on the platform a few seconds previous. They 
loitered about the wharf for a short time to ascertain 
what became of the prisoner, and then made off. A 
prayer-book and a few trifling articles only were found 
upon the prisoner.—The prisoner reluctantly said he 
came from Wells, in Somersetshire, and that he was 
fifteen years of age. His father was a paperhanger, 
He had been living with his aunt, a Mrs. Smart, who 
had lately opened a small public-house in the Water- 
loo-bridge-road.— Mr. Yardley said it was a matter of 
complaint that thieves congregated about the railway 
stations on the arrival and departure of the trains for 
the purpose of committing felonies, and it appeared 
the prisoner was acting in concert with two fellows, 
who had left him to his fate. He directed the police 
to make inquiries about the prisoner, and remanded 
him. 

CAvuTION TO STRANGERS.—On Tuesday theattention 
of the magistrates at the Borough Court, Manchester, 
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was directed to the case of a young woman, named 
Maria Jane Pearson, a native of Bombay, who appears 
to have lost her box, containing her clothes and some 
money, under rather suspicious circumstances. In- 
spector Bowes stated the case to the magistrates, the 
woman herself speaking very indifferent English. 
The following are the principal facts:—The woman 
(according to her statement) arrived in this country 
in company with her uncle (who is on the recruiting 
service), only five weeks ago, landing at Liverpool. 
Her uncle, however, had just died there, and she 
came to Manchester by the railway on Monday, the 
Ist instant, intending to go to London. On arriving 
at the station, her luggage was taken off the carriage 
by one of the Manchester and Liverpool porters, and 
put on a truck belonging to the Manchester and 
Leeds Company. ‘Two of the men, with straps on 
their arms (meaning the porters), then carried her 
box to some house and charged her 5s. for carrying 
it. She stopped at the house till the next morning, 
when she went out, and was unable to find the way 
back again. On Monday Mr. Beswick, chief super- 


intendent, heard of the matter, and sent Bowes, the ‘ 


officer, with the woman, to assist her in finding her 
lodgings. ‘They went first to the Manchester and 
Liverpool station, where all the parties denied all 
knowledge of the woman or her box. They then went 
to a house, next door to where one of the porters lives, 
in Balloon-street, kept by an elderly woman named 
Samuels. As soon as they got to this house the 
woman Pearson said, ‘This is the house where I 
stopped ;”’ she had also previously described the house 
to Bowes, but Mrs. Samuels and her family also 
denied all knowledge of the woman, and said they had 
never seen her in their lives before. The officer then 
went up stairs, and Pearson pointed out the room 
where she had slept, observing that during her 
absence the furniture had been removed so as to cover 
the place where her box had stood, She further told 
the officer that if he took up the window blind he 
would seesthat one of the panes was broken anda 
piece of paper pasted upon it ; which was found just 
as she had described. It appeared that the family 
consisted of Mrs. Samuels, a daughter, a grandson, 
and a granddaughter, and a little girl went there to 
sleep. Pearson said the granddaughter went out to 
fetch her some ale, and she recollected the little girl 
by her curls. On their persisting in their denial 
of ever having seen her, Bowes took them to 
the Townhall, when Mr. Beswick, in the absence 
of any direct proof that the box was taken to 
this house, permitted them to go home on’ their 
promising to appear at the Borough Court the 
next morning, which Mrs. Samuels, her grand- 
daughter, and little girl did, and these facts were 
stated. In addition, it came out that Mrs. Samuels 
was about to remove to another house. This was 
admitted, but it was said to be in consequence of her 
present residence being too large for her. Pearson 
said that the box contained sixteen dollars and all her 
clothes. Mr. Maude thought it was a case which de- 
manded further inquiry, and directed that such further 
inquiry should be made, discharging Mrs. Samuels 
and her daughter from custody in the meantime. We 
have since learned that three of the out-door porters 
of the Manchester and Leeds Company are ordered 
to be suspended till the box is found. 

Limericx, March 5.—MrLANCHOLY Case or Drs- 
TITUTION.—Williamand Margaret Casey, amiserable 
couple, whose wretched appearance called forth the 
commiseration of the entire court, were indicted for 
stealing one sheep, value 10s., the property of Arthur 
Hassett, at Castle Roberts, on the Ist of March.—Mr. 
Fleetwood (clerk to the Crown): What say you to 
this indictment, William Casey, are you guilty or not? 
—Prisoner : We are guilty, my lord; two of our chil- 
dren died of starvation, and we had nothing to eat, 
either for ourselves, or the other three creatures! Sir 
David Roche knows me, my lord. (Here the prisoners 
burst into tears, which much affected the learned 
judge )—Sir David Roche (High Sheriff) : Indeed I 
have known the poor man for many years, and Iam sure 
nothing but the brink of starvation would have led 
him to be guilty of the act. Two of his children died. 
—Prisoner: They did, my lord, with the hunger.—Mr. 
Sergeant Stock: And where are the other three ebil- 
dren, what has become of them ?—LBoth Prisoners (in 
tears): We don’t know, my lord; may be they are 
all dead now !—Sergeant Stock (deeply affected) : 
Would you be of any service to them if you were set at 
large ?—Prisoner: I would, my lord.—Sergeant Stock: 
Let them be discharged.
